Together their work 
has brought a new Swiss look to 
Midway’s Main Street, a look Duncan 
calls more authentic to the Swiss set- 
tlers of Midway. 

“We took photographs of barns in 
the Bern, Interlaken and Grindlewald 
areas of Switzerland,” Duncan said, “in 
the same sections the original settlers of 
Midway were from. I liked the Swiss 
barns.” 

In the Bern, Interlaken and 
Grindlewald sections of Switzerland 
Duncan said there is more wood archi- 
tecture than stucco, which is prominent 
in other areas of the country. 

“We're hoping that more people will 

build with the wood Swiss style in the 
future on Main Street,” Duncan said.
